HOOVER'S HEALTH BETTER THAN 
YEAR AGO, SAYS DR. COPELAND 


New York Senator Advises Presi- 
dent to Get More Sleep, 
However.

Hutchings, a former City Hes- 
pital orderly, who turned robber 
to support another man's wife, is 
back at the hospital, a patient and 
a prisoner, with two bullet wounds 
if the chest and arm. He is 23 
years old. 

I was walking my beat and was 
a half block north of the store 
i when I saw a woman and a young 
man running from the store, at 
5:40 o'clock,” Paschedag related. 
“The young man signaled toward 
the store and said, ‘Holdup.’ 

From Behind Counter. 
“I drew my revolver, looked in 
the store and saw the robber. As 
‘I opened the door, he was coming 
| trom behind a counter toward a 
cash register, holding a revolver 
in his left hand. 

“I've got you. buddy, throw up

William Green, a Negro, 
entered later, was struck on the 
head and made to lie on the 


floor with the others. McCormack 
was robbed of $3, Bayett of $1.14 


and a watch and Gre of $2. 
Woman — Weeks. 


At this point. a woman custom- 
er, whose name was not obtained, 
started to enter, but fled on seeing 
the robber. She notified Robert 
Golden, a boy, who was about to 
enter, and Golden informed Pa- 
trolman Paschedag. 

-Hutchings, it developed later, 
had started the afternoon by at- 
tempting to hold up Dr. Eugene 
Taylor, Negro physician, as he was 
entering hig automobile at Bight- 
eenth and Walnut streets. Dr 
Taylor fled on foot and the high- 
wayman did likewise. Next, Hutch- 
ings held up Garland Miller, 3945 
Oregon avenue, at Fifteenth and 
Market streets, stealing his auto- 
mobile. Hutchings drove it to the 
McCormack pharmacy. where it 
was recovered. 

Hutchings also was identified as 
the robber who made five victims 
lie on the floor at the Greengard 
pharmacy, 4201 Lindell boulevard. 
Tuesday night. telling one cus- 
tomer, Sarpy J. Noonan. lawyer, “I 
fion’t ITke your looks, I ought to 
bump you off.“ Visited by Noonan 
at the hospital last night, Hutch- 
ings said he made the threat be- 
cause he mistakenly thought Noon- 
non was reaching for a weapon. 

Waitress Companion Held. 

Beyond these holdups, Hutchings 
made no admissions. A married 
waitress with whom he had been 
living at the Aberdeen Hotel, S- 
teenth and Markef streets, was 
held, for investigation. A Cadillac 
roadster, for which Hutchings had 
a bill of sale, was seized in the 
rear of 3905 Westminster place. 
where he had roomed until, re- 
cently. He is a native of Fiat 
River, Mo.

SPRINGFIELD, IIL, March 20.— 
Although, as held by the defend- 
ants, men with inventive abilities 
employed by the former Common- 
wealth Steel Co., received no royal- 
ties on patents turned over to the 
firm, the company paid its own ex- 


ecutives and subsidiaries royalties 
of $125,983 m 1918 and $146,969 in 
1926, acco-ding to a iatulation of 
its voucher records offered in Fed- 
eral Court today by James W. 
Belleville, former bookkeeper for 
the Commonwealth company, in 
the suit of Andrew F. Howe of Uni- 
versity City, inventor, to obtain aa 
accounting on his petents that the 
company used. 

It has been stated by Howe that 
the subsidiaries were mere ‘shell 
companies whose real purpose was 
to distribute profits among the ex- 
ecutives. 

The list of royalties for 1913, as 
presented by Belleville, was as fol-

William P. Stout, now an execu- 
tive of a foundry in Muskegon, 
Mich., reacted unfavorably to the 
spirit of good fellowship, co-opera- 
tion and brotherly love that the 
Commonwealth Steel Co. of Gran- 
ite City, since absorbed by the Gen- 
eral Steel Castings Corporation. 
sought to foster among its em- 
ployes. a 

Stout caused no end of injured 
feelings among the Commonwealth 
officers, correspondence offered in 
evidence in Federal Judge Fitz-' 
Henry's court showed. After leav- 
ing the firm's employ he expressed 
his satisfaction with his connection 
with it from 1906.to 1919. 

Clarence H. Howard of St. Louis. 
the president, or “Papa” Howard, 
as he preferred to be known to 
“his boys,” refused to believe that 
such reproach could come from a 
former member of the Common- 
wealth family and induiged the 
hope that Stout would some day’ 
ask to be forgiven for his harsh 
words.

Under Dispensary System 
—Mrs. Burger Writes 
Missouri Is Dry in Sym- 
pathy.

WASHINGTON, March 20. — 
America can look forward to pro- 
hibition as long as women have a 
vote, was the emphatic statement 
today of Mrs. Ella A. Boole, presi- | 
dent of the National Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union, at 
the House Judiciary Committee’s 
dry law hearing. 

She took the witness chair late 
in the day after Fielding H. (Hur- 
ry Up) Yodst, veteran coach of the 
University of Michigan's football 
teams; Daniel C. Roper, a former 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
in the’ day when that bureau su- 
pervised prohibition enforcement, 
and others had testified in sup- 
port of the eighteenth amendment. 

The committee’s hearing was re- 
cessed until next Wednesday, aft- 
er today's testimony had ended 
with arguments by Oliver W. Stew- 
‘art Of Chicago, president of the 
Flying Squadron Foundation. 

“Today, no matter What maga- 
zine polls, gathered largely from 
lists of men, may show, as long 
as the nineteneth amendment 
stands, the eighteenth amendment 
will stand also,“ were the words of 
Mrs. Boole, for years a leader of 
the dry cause. 

Six Reasons for Prohibition. 

Mrs. Boole asked why “do we 
believe” national prohibition the 
best means of dealing with the 
liquor question and then gave six 

swers. They follow: 

“It establishes the same method 
of dealing with the problem 
throughout the nation. 

“It prohibits the manufacture, 
the sale, the transportation, ex- 
portation and importation of in- 
toxicating liquors for beverage 
purposes. 

“The same definition of intoxi- 
cating liquors applies to the whole 
country. 

“Prohibition 
method of 
defying evil. 

“Prohibition has disclosed no 
new attitude of its opponents for 
the liquor traffic has been always 
a violator of law. 

“The bootlegger is blamed and 
is blameworthy for violating the 
law. He could not exist if people 
did not buy his liquors. It is the 
rich, the influential, who still be- 
lieve in moderate drinking—those 
who claim the right to violate the 
law—who lead the way and are 
supported by the unthinking and 
lawless.” 

Just before Mrs. Boole took the 
stand, a statement was submitted 
from Mrs. Nelle Burger of Spring- 
field, Mo., president of the NIS. 
sourl W. C. T. U., saying Missouri 
as a State was in Sympathy with 
the eighteenth amendment. Mrs. 
Burger said that, while the press 
in St. Louis was not in Sympathy 
with prohibition, the St. Louis 
churches stood for enforcement 
and that Kansas City, Springfield 
and St. Joseph had voted for pro- 
hibition, 

Dispensary System a Failure. 

Roper took the stand at the out- 
set today. Until the recent estab- 
lishment of a separate bureau for 
prohibition enforcement of the dry 
law was under jurisdiction of the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue. 
Roper, who makes his home in 
Washington, was author of the bill 
establishing the South Carolina 
dispensary system. The dispensary 
law became effective July 1, 1893. 

As an outgrowth of the system, 
he said, “blind tigers” and moon- 
shine stills sprang up and the 
liquor dealers resisted the enforce- 
ment. The law compelled sale of 
liquor of specified quality and in 
packages. He praised former Gov. 
Benjamin R. Tillman for trying to 
enforce the law until he had 
reached a decision that it was a 
failure. 

He quoted from the Governor's 
message to the Legislature to en- 
force the law, and then ve the 
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SHOOTS ROBBER 


former Governor credit for aiding 
in bringing about its repeal. 


Made Conditions Worse. 


Roper said the system had 
proved an absolute failure and 
added it had not improved condi- 
tions but made them worse. He 
testified, however, there were 
many meritorious phases to the 
law. ° 

The hope that reputable men, 
who would retain public confi- 
dence, could bé obtained to con- 
duct the dispensaries proved dis- 
appointing, Roper said. 
“The belief grew that the man- 
agement of the dispengary had de- 
generated into a graft machine, 
using every effort to increase sales 
and make profits,” he added. 
The result was a greater con- 
sumption of liquor.“ 

Furthermore, he said an in- 
vestigation disclosed that a mem- 
ber of the State Board had made, 
a purchase of $125,000 worth of 
liquor without regard to the law 
and it was shown the State was de- 
frauded out of large amounts. “In 
dispensary politics the tendency 
soon became pronounced to meas- 
ure its success by the profits 
turned into the Stat2 Treasury,” he 
added. | 

For Better Observance of Law. 

Roper, who was Internal Reve- 
nue Commissioner at the time the 
national prohibition act was 


passed, said too much attention 
had been paid enforcement and 
not enough to observance. He add- 
ed that the present enforcement 
system had a destructive and not a 
constructive attitude, and urged a 
building up of self-respect among 
the people to observe the law. 

Relating his experiences while 
head of prohibition enforcement 
forces, Roper said the difficulty 
had been in getting men who had 
the proper attitude toward the law. 
He added he left the bureau in 
April, 1920. 

“But some of the State enforce- 
ment heads you appointed.“ Con- 
gressman La Guardia remarked, 
“remained in office for a me and 
retired wealthy.” Tes.“ Roper | 
responded, “but I didn’t share in 
that.” 

Roper recommended conferences 
between Judges and enforcement 
officials to determine how best to 
obtain observance of the law. 

Suggests Kducationa: Frogran. 

Roper asserted an educational 
program was, in his opinion, one 
of the best methods of obtaining 
nation-wide observance. 

Referring to the last Democratic 
National Convention at Houston, 
La Guardia asked whether the law 
had been enforced there. Roper 
said he saw no violation of the law 
while he was in Houston, and add- 
ed: “I have no bootlegger, and 
strange to say. no one has ever ap- 
proached me.” 

Roper said, in response to a 
question, he had recommended 
transfer of prohibition enfarcement 
to the Department of Justice in 
1920. 

Roper said the hearings before 
the Judiciary Committee were do. 
ing much good toward ironing out 
the questions revolving around en- 
forcement and constituted a part 
of the beginning of an educational 
program toward law observance. 
He said it was the “marvelous co- 
operation the states gave the Fed. 
eral Government in the World War 
period that convinces me that 
prohibition can be enforced.” 

He advocated that wet and dry 
leaders hold conferences together 
to seek a solution to the problem 
of enforcement as an exchange of 
ideas was needed. Roper asserted 
prohibition never could be a suc- 
cess if left to state control with- 
out Federal assistance. 

Statement by Fielding H. Yost. 

Ceach Yost's views were set forth 
in a telegram sumbitted by his 
sister-in-law, Mrs. Lenna Lowe 
Yost, who has been in charge of 
presenting the dry witnesses. It 
read: 

“In my opinion the college youth 
of America is not drinking as much 
as they did in pre¢prohibition days. 

“No one is entirely satisfied with 
present conditions. Our Govern- 
ment tried to control and regulate 
the sale of intoxicating liquors for 
100 years and made a miserable 
failure of it, 

“Every one states he is opposed 
to the return of the saloon. How. 
ever, any legalized place to sell 
liquor will serve the game purpose 
as the saloon—a place to buy in-

Mrs. Burger's statement denied 
that there was a lack of effort to 
enforce prohibition in Missouri.

TRIAL FOR BRIBERY

Man's Intent in Giving In- 
terior Secretary $100,000 
Before Getting Lease. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 20.—In 
opening the final arguments in the 
Doheny trial, Atlee Pomerené¢, Gov- 
ernment prosecutor, today told the 
jury that Bdward L. Doheny bribed 


Albert B. Fall when he sent him 
$100,000 in cash before receiving 
for his company a lease to the Elk 
Hills naval oil reserve. 

Doheny in his testimony denied 
the money was a bribe to influ- 
ence Fall, former Secretary of the 
Interior, in his award of the Eik 
Hills reserve. Fall was convicted 
last October of a charge of receiv- 
ing the bribe. The defense, how- 
ever, wor a point yesterday after it 
was agreed that Justice William 
Hitz in his charge to the jury 
would instruct it that even if Fall 
were guilty of receiving a bribe 
Doheny might not be guilty of giv- 
ing it. 

Further argument was made by 
the defense today over the form 
of one of the Government’s pleas, 
which would have instructed the 
jury that, even though the money 
was a loan, if it was found the in- 
tent was to influence Fall, Doheny 
could be found guilty. The Court 
granted the plea with slight amend- 
ment. 

Pomerene began his argument 
by reviewing the naval oil reserves 
history from the time they were 
set aside. 

Intent Is Prime Issue. 


It is claimed on the part of the 
defendant that the money was a 
loan from one old prospector to 
another.“ Pomerene said. 

He then read the section of the 
charge to the jury, which will say 
it is admitted that Doheny “gave 
$100,000 to Fall.” The jury, he 
said, must determine one ques- 
tion: “What was the intent of 
Doheny’s giving the money?“ 


“The indictment charges bribery,” 
he said, “and the Government 
counsel says to you that in their 
Judgment bribery has been proved. 

“One hundred thousand dollars of 
Doheny’s money passed into Fall's 
hands.“ he continued, “and 32,000 
acres of Government oil lands 
passed into Doheny’s hands.” 

Pomerene read a letter dated 
in which Fall said 
to Doheny: There will be no pos- 
sibility of conflict between navy 
officials and this department as I 
have notified Secretary Denby of 
the Navy that I should conduct the 
naval oil leases.” 

The prosecutor after comment- 
ing that this letter showed that 
Fall, himself, had taken over ad- 
ministration of the naval reserves, 
read a letter written by Doheny to 
Fall in November, 1921, which said 
“along the line of your sugges- 
tions” that he had made inquiries} 
regarding the cost of tanks for 
Pearl Harbor, 

On Nov. 29, 1922, Fall telephoned 
Doheny asking for $100,000 in cash 
which Doheny sent him on Nov. 34. 

The Prosecutor pointed out that 
the money was sent in cash and not 
by check, as usual in such transac- 
tions..

Points Out Discrepancy. 


Pomerene read Doheny’s testi- 
mony before the Senate Oil Com- 
mittee in 1924 in which Doheny 
said he did not know of the Pearl 
Harbor project until January, 1922. 
The prosecutor then recalled the 
letter written in November, 1921, 
in which Doheny mentioned Pearl 
Harbor. “How do vou reconcile 
these statements?“ the prosecutor 
asked,

Pomerene asserted that testi- 
mony showed that the Pearl Har- 
bor contract was submitted to Fall 
before it was given to a Doheny 
company.

Pomerene 
inquired. 

Pomerene Denounces ae 

Pomerene was sarcastié as he 
spoke of Doheny's story that he 
bid on the Pearl Harbor project 
only after Rear Admiral J. K. Rob- 
ison had told him a naval fuel 
supply in Hawaii was necessary to 
offset the menace of a Japanese 
fleet. 

“Have any of you ladies and 
gentlemen heard anything about 
the Japanese fleet swooping down 
on the coast?’ the Government 
Prosecutor asked. 

He told the jury that the Wash- 
ington naval conference was held 
before Robison told the story of 
the Japanese menace and that the.

Stout, from his correspondence,

MAKERS Of CANCER 
‘SERUM DESCRIBE USE 


Dr. Coffey and Dr. Humber 
Explain Their Experiments 
| to St. Louis U. Class.

| 


How their new serum, made 
from sheep glands, caused the dis- 
integration of cancerous tissue in 
1300 patients was told yesterday 
by Dr. Walter B. Coffey and Dr. 
John B. Humber, of San Fran- 
cisco, before the senior elass of 
the St. Louis University Medical 
School. 

The physicians stopped in St. 
Louis on their way west, after 
appearing before a United States 
Senate committee to describe their 
experiments with the new seruin 
and to ask for Federal aid in fight- 
ing cancer. They departed for San 
Francisco last night. 

Both physicians, in discussing 
the serum, made it plain they did 


not claim, and had never claimed 


the discovery 6f @ cancer cure. At 
the same time, they reported un- 
usual success in eliminating can- 
cerous tissues in cases given up as 
hopeless. 

Deplores “Unfortunate Publicity.” 

“Our work is still in the experi- 
mental stage,” Dr. Coffey, chief 
surgeon of Southern Pacific Hos- 
pital in San Francisco, said. “We 
would have wished at least another 
year before we made known the 
result of our fesearch. But our 
hand was really forced. Word got 
around that we had discovered an 
important serum for the treatment 
‘of cancer. There was talk here 
andtalk there. Finally we went be- 
fore the Pathological Society of 
San Francisco and -told of our 
work. 

“Since then, wide publicity has 
been given the serum. There has 
been some unfortunate publicity 
about a cancer ‘cure’ which we 
deplore. Briefly, let me sum up 
our theories and the results of our 
work thus far. 

All Tests With Human Beings. 

„We believe that cancer is a 
systemic, ¢onstitutional disease. 
It is characterized, we know, by an 
unchecked, wild growth of cells. 
Several years ago Dr. Humber and 
I began our experiments, looking 
for a possible stabilizer of cell 
growth. Now, after many years, 
we have been able to produce a 
potent extract made from the cor- 
tex (outer layer) of the suprarenal 
giands. This extract functions, we 
believe, as a stabilizer of cell 
growth. 

“It ie our belief that an indi- 
vidual contracts cancer when he 
is deprived of this stabilizing agen- 
cy. All out experiments have been 
with human beings. In every case 
we have demanded a complete 
medical history of the patient, tak- 
ing only cancer cases considered 
beyond hope of successful treat- 
ment by radium, the ‘:nife, or the 
X-ray. Subcutaneously, far from

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“K-4” of Secret Service 
Talks of Three Presidents 


H. C. Keyes, 16 Vears in the Executive Body - 
guard, Relates Anecdotes About Wilson,

Harding and Coolidge.

The man who was K-4 of the 
United States Secret Service for 16 
years and who shadowed three 
Presidents before he resigned in 
1925 to go in business for himself 
under his own name of Harold C. 
Keyes, told homely anecdotes about 
Woodrow Wilson, Warren G. Hard- 
ing and Calvin Coolidge in a 
Wednesday Club address last night. 

The personalities of the three 
Presidents, as seen through the 
eyes of the eight men who don- 


stantly dogged their footsteps, were 
sketched by Keyes. He repeated 
stories about Wilson and Harding 
only to explode the widely-circulat- 
ed ymyths with the recital of his 
own observations. 

Harding he described as @ 
drinker who injured his own 
health by “climbing on the wag- 
on” when he entered the White 
House, maintaining the habit of 
a Wednesday night poker game as 
« diversion. Coolidge was econom- 
ical, and “the wittiest man I ever 
knew.” the speaker said. 

Keyes described his presidents 
chronologically. William H. Moran, 
chief of the Secret Service, had an- 
ticipated that Roosevelt would win 
in 1912 and had sent Keyes and 
seven other agents to New York to 
form his bodyguard. 

Wilson Resented Intrusion. 

“When we saw the headlines in 
the New York papers we had to 
turn around and go into the wilds 
of New Jersey to locate Wilson,” 
Keyes related. “He rezented our 
coming and frankly told us so. He 
told me to take my men and get 
back to Washington.

TWO INSURANCE MEN 
A DENED LENSES 


Have Option of Public Hearing 
on “Twisting” Charge or 
Court Appeal. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond-

JEFFERSON CITY, March 20. 
—James P. Sullivan and Ray P. 
Prewitt of St. Louis, who have 
deen refused licenses as insurance 
brokers by the State Insurance De- 
partment, conferred here yester- 
day with Insurance Superintendent 
Thompson, and were given the 
alternative of appearing in a pub- 
lio hearing on charges against 
them of “twisting” or of resorting 
to court action to attempt to force 
issuance of the licenses. 
Sullivan, formerly general agent 
in St. Louis for the Lincoln Na- 


tional Life Insurance Co. of Fort 


Wayne, Ind., and Prewitt, who has 
been a broker for several years 
returned to St. Louis last night 
after telling Thompson they would 
notify him in a few days which 
course they would follow. The de- 
partment refused to renew Prew- 
itt’s license as a broker and re- 
fused to issue such a license to 
Sullivan, whose agent's license was 
canceled recently. 

Both have been charged with 
“twisting” by a committee of in- 
surance men, headed by Stratford 
L. Morton of St. Louis. “Twist- 
ing of life insurance is a prac- 
tice, frowned on by insurance men 
and the department, of persuading 
the holder of a life insurance poli- 
cy to drop that policy and buy the 
type of policy sold by the alleged 
„twister.“ 

The department has a regulation 
that “twisting” is sufficient ground 
for refusal to renew the license of 
an agent or broker, or to issue 
such a license. The regulation was 
adopted in 1915 by former Insur- 
ance Superintendent Chorn, but 
never has been tested in the courts. 
If Sullivan and Prewitt bring suit 
to compel the Insurance Depart- 
ment to issue licenses to them, the 
regulation will be brought before 
the Missouri courts for the first 
time. In a ruling turning on an- 
other point, the Missouri Supreme 
Court has held that the Insurance 
Superintendent has broad discre- 
tion in the issuance or refusal of 
licenses. 

Supt. Thompson said that if Sul- 
livan and Prewitt preferred to ap- 
pear in a public hearing on the 
charges such a hearing would be 
held on April 7.

INCOME TAX COLLECTIONS 
SHOW GAIN OF $40,000,000 


Treasury Report of March 18 Puts Total at 
$314,300,558—Previously Had Run 
Behind Last Year’s.

WASHINGTON, March 20.— In- 
come tax receipts from the March 
15 collection, as shown by the 
Treasury, today totaled $314,300,- 
558, exceeding by more than $40,- 
000,000 collections for the same 
date last year. 


This amount was the total for 
the month of March as shown in 
the Treasury statement for March 
18, made public today. It repre- 
sented the total trned in at the 
close of busines ot the preceding 
day. 


Although yesterday's statement 
showed receipts running about 
$10,000,000 behind those for the 
same period in the preceding year 
the receipt of $214,534,548 added 
to the Treasury balance on March 
18 more than offset this shortage. 
The collection on the same day in 


! 1929 amounted to only about $16i,- 


000,000. 

Receipts so far accounted for 
totaled very near three-fifths of the 
budget expectations for the first 
quarterly income tax collection. 
Treasury officials, however, still 
held that this was no definite in- 
dication that thé expectation would 
be met. :

Chief of Police McDonnell of Webster Groves is 
Hetter versed in boy psychology than most police offi- 
Cials. His latest demonstration of this happy fac 
ulty is his attitude toward the mischievous school- 
boy practice of stripping the town of signs. Instead 
of threatening the boys with jail, Chief McDonnell 
simply notified them to bring the signs to head- 
quarters.

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CHIEF JUSTICE HUGHES’ FIRST DECISION. 

The first decision of Chief Justice Hughes is of 
Particular interest because it upholds the constitu- 
tional restriction of the power of courts to pass on 
legislation, a check on the judiciary long sought by 
the school of political thought which so strenuously 
opposed him in the Senate. The opinion, written for 
the majority of the court, declares constitutional a 
provision of the Ohio State Constitution which pre- 
vents the State Supreme Court from invalidating 
State laws upheld by lower State courts if more than 
one State Supreme Court Justice holds the law 
constitutional. Thus, in Ohio, under the Hughes 
riling, if the lower State courts have upheld stat- 
utes, the State Supreme Court can not overrule them 
by 4 to 3 or even 5 to 2 decisions. The Chief Justice 
took the view that a state has the right so to limit 
its supreme tribunal if it wants to. 

The Ohio provision is, in effect, a State application 
of one of the most alarming proposals of the elder 
La Follette in his independent campaign for the pres- 
idency in 1924, namely, to require more than a ma- 
jority vote of the Federal Supreme Court to declare 
acts of Congress unconstitutional. The decision must 
have given somewhat of a start to those whb, in their 
opposition to Hughes, utilized the argument that 
courts are increasingly assuming wider scope in 
ruling on the action of legislative bodies.

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A SUBWAY CASUALTY. 

Young orchestra leaders and other musicians with 
plans for storming Broadway would do well to con- 
sider the ghastly adventure of Sidney Dressler be 
fore beginning their travels. Carrying his bass drum, 
his snare drum, his tom-tom, his kazoo, his triangle 
and his cow bell, this young virtuosé started to go 
downtown on the subway. He never got past the 
turnstile. Charging gallantly toward the narrow 
opening, he found himself caught like a pig under 
a gate. The crowds behind tried to help by surging 
hard against him, but the walking orchestra was 
stuck fast, his traps clanging sour notes as he strug- 
gled. Several policemen and some subway employes,’ 
hastily summoned, finally pulled and pried suffi- 
ciently te separate Sidney from the utility’s property. 
But his evening was utterly spoiled. . 

An experienced artist like Paul Whiteman, we are 
sure, would never try to go through a subway turn- 
stile lugging a bass drum. Deen the sylphlike Rudy 
Vallee couldn’t be debonair through such an ordeal.

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NO FARE INCREASE IN DETROIT. 

Mayor Bowles of Detroit has vetoed the proposal 
of the Detroit Street Railways to increase its fares 
to 8 cents. He argues that, under present business 
conditions, it would be unjust te put an additional 
expense upon the car riders. The News of that city 
approves the Mayor’s decision, particularly since, as 
it ‘observes, the street railway company “has failed 
to present a report which would justify the raise.” 

As it happens, the Detroit Street Railways is 
owned by the city. But if it were a privately owned 
utility the Mayor, or the administration, wold have

HE bravest act in the Senate for many 
T years was the vote of Senator George W. 

Norris of Nebraska against an increase of 
the duty on sugar. Mr. Norris comes up for 
re-election next fall. Nebraska is a beet 
sugar State, one of the two or three real 
beet sugar raising states in the country. 

By voting against a higher rate on sugar, 
Mr. Norris alienated some support among 
the beet farmers of Western Nebraska. And 
he needs all the support he can get in order 
to be renominated and re-elected. 

He bolted Herbért Hoover for President 
in 1928 and campaigned for Gov. Smith. So 
the Hoover Republicans of Nebraska are 
against him. Not only that, but bolting is 
dangerous business at best. Moreover, he 
probably never in his life desired so much to 
be renominated as he does now, for with the 
coalition in the saddle his opportunity to 
accomplish results is greater than it has 
been in 10 years. : 

Still, being an honest man and believing 
that the consuming masses should not be 
taxed to keep an artificial industry alive, he 
voted against more protection for beet 
sugar. The country could almost afford to 
pay the added tax on sugar to keep George 
Norris in the Senate. 

As.a contrast, there is Robert B. Howell, 
Mr. Norris’ colleague from Nebraska. Mr. 
Howell goes about the Senate floor tight- 
lipped and imiplacable, a hater of the flesh-' 
pots ot Mr. Grundy. He didn’t bolt Mr. 
Hoover. He does not come up for re-elec- 
tion until 1936 and so is under no immediate 
pressure. He probably doesn’t believe in a 
higher duty on sugar any more than Mr. 


Norris does. But he voted for it all the 


While we are on this subject of cour- 
age, it is worth remarking that deficiency 
in it is what does more to discredit the 
Senate than any other defect in its mem- 
bership. Even the brains of a timid man 
are only about 50 per cent effective. 

Most Senators live In terror ok organized 
minorities— the beet growers, or the rural 
preachérs, or the straw hat makers, or the 
Anti-Saloon League. “hey tremble before 
the mail they receive every morning. They 
have modified the old saying, “He who 
fights. and runs away will live to fight an- 
other day,” so that it reads, “He who lives 
to run away will live to run away ahother 
day.“ And generally they do. 
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Every roll d. l tells the tale of the run- 
aways. If the issue is awkward, an in- 
credible number of gentlemen of the Senate 
find themselves unavoidably absent on the 
public business. And there are always Sen- 
ators who Will vote one way if there is a 
viva voce vote with no record and the other 
way if some Miscreant insists upon a roll 
call. And there is a queer orm of timidity 
which makes a Senator willing to de 
“paired” for or against a measure, when 
he shrinks from voting openly either way 
on that measure. The theory is, apparent- 
ly, that his constituents will not read far 
enough to see the lists of pairs at the end of 
the roll call or, if they do read that far, 
will not perceive its significance. 


The fate of close measures depends upon 
the skillful manipulation of the weaklings, 
avoiding a roll call, providing them with 
pairs, putting pressure upon them to make 
them vote, or affording them an éxcuse to 
be absent from the chamber. 

_ Yet the difference between political cow- 
ardice and political courage is often noth- 
ing but a question of political intelligence. 
Nine-tenths of the political cowards are po- 
litically stupid. Fear-is generally fear of 


the unknown, The man who has an in- 


stinctive sense of the political consequences 
of his acts is generally not afraid to act. 
Roosevelt, who has perhaps the reputa- 
tion of being the boldest of our politicians, 
had a sure instinct for the winning side. 
He calculated the consequences of his acts 
as carefully as the Senator who weighs his 
morning mail to decide his vote. But having 
made up his mind, he dashed into action, 
booted and spurred like a Rough Rider. 
Some years ago I signalized the arrival 
of Senator George of Georgia in the Benate 
with the remark that here at last was a 
great Democratic Senator from the South. 
George has the grand mafiner. I know of 
no one who has it in a greater degree.

Blease Puts One Over. 

Before the oil question was 
threshed out the Senate had put a 
big dent in the victory of the Grun- 
dy combination in getting a 6 cents 
a hundred pounds duty on cement, 
by adopting. an amendment offered 
by Blease. Because of an over- 
sight by Smoot, the opportunity to 
amend the cement item was pre- 
sented, and Blease seized it by 
proposing that cem at “imported 
by, or for the use of, or for sale 
to, a state, a county, parish, town, 
city, municipality, or political sub- 
division of the Government there- 
of for public purposes” should 
come in free of duty. It is esti- 
mated that on present importations 
this would apply to 50 or 60 per 
cent, and obviously it may  here- 
after apply to more on account of 
the difference in price. 

The Blease amendment 
adopted by a vote of 42 to 37. 

Pittman (Dem.), Nevada, ob- 
tained approval by a vote of 55 to 
12 of a duty of 30 cents an ounce 
on silver, now free. Hebert (Rep.), 
Rhode Island, got an increase in 
the existing duty on staple laces 
from 90 to an average of 127 per 
cent. 

Hebert served notice he would 
move for reconsideration of the 
vote denying a. tariff on hides, 
leather and shares.
